Goat Raising Industry Expected to 
Spread Rapidly in This State as 
Farmers Are Eager to Se- 
cure Them. 


The Angora goat, Missouri-bred, may butt 
the beef trust off the track if the wide- 
reaching plans of the Frisco Livestock Co., 
just organized in St. Louis, be carried out. 

This company, the president of which is 
Col. Zack Mulhall, livestock agent for the 
. Frisco System, proposes to establish in the 
vicinity of Cuba, Mo., &7 miles from St. 
Louis, the biggest Angora goat ranch in 
America, or anywhere else except possibly 
in ‘the domains of the Sultan of Turk-y, 
where the Angora is on its native heath. 

As a result of the establishment of this 
ranch, where 60,000 goats will be kept for 
breeding and sale purposes, it is expected 
by the projector’ that perhaps 200 smaller 
goat farms in Missouri may be stocked. 
The object of the company is to sell An- 
goras to farmers in the Ozark region who 
desire goats but do not care to pay the ex- 
penses of a trip to Texas, New Mexico or 
California to buy a small herd. 

Coincident with the organization of this 
company, it is announced that the National 
Angort Goat-Breeders’ Association will es- 
tablish in Kansas City a packing house for 
oat meat, to compete with the beef, mut- 
ton and pork packers. 

Goat Meat Better 
Than Mutton. 

“Angora goat meat,’ sa@i A. B. Hullt, 
who is to be general manager of the ranch 
at Cuba, ‘Is already on the market bere 
and elsewhere, but not under its own rame. 
It is sent out, bought and eaten as sh2ep 
mutton. As a matter of fact it is better 
tha sheep, not having the strong taste 
sometimes found ir sheep meat; Angora 
chops and steaks are more like venison.” 

A certain prejudice seems to exist againat 
the eating of goat meat, perhaps due to the 
jocularity in which the animal has been 
held from immemorial time: and it will 
be one of the objects of the ngw company 
to avercome this pgejudice. :

It may not. be true that the Harlem goat 
eats tin cans and old boots, but it is un- 
deniably true that the An#ora goat. eats 
trees. All sorts of underbrush are delicious 
food for tho Angora. If there is not 
enough underbrush to go around, the goat 
will attack the big trees and ginile them 
so that they will die; though Mr. Hulit ad- 
vises against driving the industrious ani- 
mals to that necessity. 


Prefers Saplings 
to Grown Oaks. 

An Angora is not so fond of ten-inch 
oaks as he is of smal! saplings. Any or- 
dinary sapling he can devour with relish 
and the feeling of satisfaction that comes 
from a consciousness of having earned his 
salary. 

“T have a friend in the Ozark region,” 
maid Mr. Hulit, “who last winter pastured 
800 An roras on 44 acres,of timbered land. 
The land was worth last fall $2.50 per 
acre. In the spring it was ilarge- 
ly cleared land and was worth = $10 
an acre. But it is not necessary 
to use so many goats on a tract that small. 
A much smaller number will clear ft off.” 

Mr. Hulit says that, according ‘to the 
government reports, the soil, follage and 
climate of the Ozark mountains furnish 
the best Angora goat territory In the world, 
superior to the native Turkey goat lands. 

The Frisco Livestock Co. is negotiating 
for the acquisition of 8000 acres of land 
near Cuba, which, In a few years, it is ex- 
pected, will be cleared by the goats and 
ready for planting to apple, peach and 
other orchard trees. 

The other land will be purchased for 
the pasiurage of the goats. 

“Goats will eat hay and corn when they 
have to,” said Mr. Hulit, “but they pre- 
fer trees. It is well known that they re-

WANT A _ RAISE IN WAGES 


IT IS SAID THE MAIL HANDLERS 
WILL JOIN THEM. 


Terminal Association Refused to Ac- 
cede to the Demands of the Men 
Determined Upon at a Meet- 
ing Held Thur&day Night. 


The entire manual force of the baggage 
department of the Terminal Railroad Asso- 
ciation quit work at 12:30 o'clock today, 
The men said they would not resume until 
/the company acceded to a demand made 
for an increase in salary. 

The management of the company hastily 
secured the services of a half dozen men 
from an employment agency, but they were 
totally unable to cope with or u rstand 
the handling of baggage. 

Immediately upon the foremen, John 
Enright and John Bree quitting their 
work, all the “‘porters’”’ dropped the trucks 


and announced that they were no longer 
employed by the association. 

“It will be utterly impossible for the 
new men to handle the baggage,’’ said 
Foreman Bree.. “‘Even men of two years’ 
experience will acknowledge that they have 
a good deal to learn about the business, 
and that they are not infallible. The busi- 
ness is intricate,-and this-intricacy is one 
of the reasons for the present trouble. 
A new man would be employed and 
, would receive exactly the same money 
} that a man wise knew his business thor- 
|; oughly would get. 
| ““The men generally work in pairs and 
i when an old man got a new one for a 
| partner he was almost always compelled 
_to do nearly all the work, and if a mistake 
was made he got the blame for it, whetner 
‘he did it or not. He was responsible for 
‘the new man’s errors. No matter how 
|'many men they put to work here, I be- 
‘lieve they will not be able to properly at- 
_terd to business, and that will check traf- 
fic by raising complaints for missent pack- 
ages and things of the like. We are not 
on a strike, for we have no organization, 
but it is practically the same thing. We 
just quit. Baggage will -pile-up prettv 
| briskly and you know the people demand 
their belongings.,”’ 


' 


The differences hetween the management 
of the Terminal Assoctation and the bag- 
gage handlers reached a crisis this morn- 
ing at 9 o'clock. 

The baggagemen presented their demand 
for an increase of wages for what was said 
to be the last time, and the Terminal As- 
sociation, through its general baggage 
agent, Wiiliam M, Steele, refused to accede 
to the demand. daa 


The company was then notified by the 
two foremen of the baggage handlers that 
they would quit work at 12:30 today, and 
they did so. It was declared by the remain- 
der of the men that they would follow the 
example set by their leaders. 

While the association Goes not appear 
worried over the vutcome the strike may 
result seriousiy. It was said that the mei! 
handlers, who are reported to be expert- 
enced men,are also affected, and that they 
would doubtless determine their action by 
the step taken by .he baggage handlers to- 


ay. 
Should’ such a condition arise it is 
Claimed that the Terminal might suffer, 
for the handling of the mail is a big enter- 
prise and has t6 be conduci@g@, with skill 
and great promptitude. 


MET LAST NIGHT. 
The baggagemen held an impromptu 
meeting last night, and it is reported that 
the mail handlers were present and in- 


dorsed the proposed action of their fellow 
workers, when it was decided to end the 
discussion between the emWPloyes and em- 
ployers today. The foremen, who are now 
receiving $60 per month, requested an in- 
crease of about $10. Their assistants, or 
porters as they are called, demanded §2 per 
day instead of $1.60, which they now re- 
ceive. 

The claim that they work from 10 to 
12% hours daily and the position is no sine- 
cure. They also assert that new men are’ 
employed at the wages paid the old em-' 
ts and whenever mistakes are made! 
y them the old men are reprimanded tor 
the errors. The refugal of the company to 
increase the wage affects about 80 men. 


WILL NOT MEET DEMANDS. 
“T know nothing of a ‘strike,’ '’’ said Gen- 
eral Baggage Agent Steele this morning. , 


“We received a request from the men about 
two weeks ago for a raise in pay. The mat- 
ter was taken under corsideration and as 
far as I know the company will not meet 
the demand. The foremen saw me this 
morning and were told that the company 
would not do as they asked, and they gave 
me notice that théy would quit at 12:30 
o'clock today. ’ 

‘TIT do not know what action the other men 
wil) take. I have heard nothing of the 
mail handlers being affected. We are pay- 
ing ovor the scale now and can do no more. 
The porters receive $1.60 per day—a day's

DTHER AWARDED CUSTODY 


'UDGE FERRISS sO DECIDED IN 
_ HABEAS CORPUS CASE.

. Declares That Other Things Being 
_ + Equal the Child Is Better Off in 
the Custody of the Mother. 


Today's dramas were outdone in Judge 
Franklin Ferriss’ court shortly before 
noon Friday, when in the habeas corpus 
proceedings instituted by Mrs. Eugene 
Mesler for the possession of her 3-months- 
old baby from her husband and mother- 
_tn-law, Mrs. Matilda Mesler of 1504 Olive 
Btreet, the child was given into the cus- 
“tody of the mother, who had not seen it for 
Seven weeks. 

When the judge rendered his decision 
after an address in which he dwelt upon 
the position of parents in regard to their 
ehildren and upon differences of the newly 
married, the mother of the child wa.ked 
to the rear of the courtroom where her 
mother-in-law stood with the baby. The 
baby was given into the mother’s arms, 
who wept and cooed to her baby at te 
Same time. 

As she walked away her mother-inlaw 
fell in a faint on the floor and remained 
unconscious for 15 minutes. 

It was expected that the feelings of 
both over the pretty baby would effect a 
reconciliation between the contending per- 
sons. The mother of the child said: ‘All 
I know is that I have my child. If a 
grandmother can be so affected at a sep- 
aration, what do you suppose are the feel- 
ings of a mother who has not seen her 
child for seven weeks?’ 

No peace was made in the courtroom. 

Eugene Mesler and Miss Myrtle Kemper, 
daughter of H. F. Kemper of Glasgow ave- 
nue, were both members of the Centenary 
M. E. Church a little over a year ago. 
They became acquainted and were married 
Aug. 21, 1901, at Warrenton, Mo., where a 
sister of Mrs. Mesler lived. 

They lived first at 1495 Jefferson avenue 
and later with Mr. Mesler’s mother. The 
baby was born July 17, 1902. Just a month 
later they had their first serious quarrel. 
Mrs. Mesier wanted to go somewhere with 
her husband, but he insisted, she says, 
upon going to a ball game. 

In the quarrel Mrs. Mesler states that her 
husband threw her from a chair to the bed. 

Then he went walking with the baby, ad- 
vising his wife, she says, not to be present 


when he returned. She wasn't. She came 
back the next day and saw her mother-in- 
law caring for the baby. 

Then she went away and did not return. 
Her application for a writ of habeas corpus 
was not made at once and for this reason 
effort was e to show tha id 
not care for her child. It was fufther stated 
that as she was a workihg wonian she was 
not in a tion to give it proper care. 

All of these things prompted VYudge Bry- 
son to make one of the s.rong speeches 
made for some time. He said\that ine 
old law that gave the custody of ‘chi:dren 
to the father would have to give way to the 


witnesses were in tears. 


BEST FOR THE CHILD. 


In his decision, Judge Ferriss said: 

“The real question in the cage is what is 
best for the child. The old common law 
rule that the husband is entit.ed pr.ma 
facie to the custody of the child I think 
has been pretty much destroyed in ths 
jurisdiction. I think it has given way to 
the higher law of nature, which irdicates 
that the mother is the natural and proper 
custodian of an infant of the age of iess 
than three months. The woman is cer- 
tainly entitled to more consideration than 
the husband. 

“TIT think the practical rule in this juris- 
diction is that with regard to a child of this 
a@ge, other things being equal, the mower 
ie entitied to the first consideration. Start- 
ing with that proposition, what has she 
done to deprive her of that right? If 
she wilfully and wantonly abandon her 
home and her child I doubt whether she 
ought to be allowed at this day to re- 
pent and come into court and ask for the 
custody of the child. Did she do so? There 
is no claim here that she was lacking in 

ternal affection. Other ple in the 

ouse have been on the stand and the hus- 

band and mother-in-law, and there is no 
claim that she was lacking in g ving the 
child such attention as its condition re- 
quired. 

It is true she is a working girl, and 
spends the business hours in a downtown 
office. Well, if the fact that a woman is 
@ working woman is to deprive her of the 
rights of motherhood, then they ought not 
ES cee to marry, because that is an 

dent that Is ilable to occur. Many a 
Woman has to go out to work and leave 
her children imperfectly protected through 
the day. That may be a misfortune, but 
it is a condition we cannot obviate, and |! 
do not think that fact should bar her nat- 
ural rights to the child. 

“It seems that the restraints of married 
life—the necessary restraints—the inevitable 
surrendering of individual freedom of ac- 
tion, the giving up of habits and tartes. 
@re more irksome in some cases than 
others, and young couples during the first 
few months, the first year or two of mar- 

ife, become very restive and are dis- 
ny to think that marriage ia a failure.

The woman was conscious only for a 
ehort period during the night. Her hus- 
bard thought the effects would pass away 
and did not call a physician. An inquest 
wil] be held.

Former Oouncilman Uthoff 
Tells the Story ‘for 
the First Time. 


RULED OUT OF SNYDER TRIAL

LUNCH AND THE NORTH AND 
SOUTH BILL DISCUSSED. 


Price de Resistance Was the $5000 
Salary Received by Combine Coun- 
cilmen to Protect the Inter- 
ests of Certain Street 
Railway Companies. 


Frederick G. Uthoff, who was one of the 
principal prosecuting witnesses at the 
trial held all of i last week in 
Judge Ryan’s court, where Robert 
M. Snyder was found guilty of bribery, 
and was sentenced to serve five years in the 
Missouri penitentiary, left Wednesday for 
Colorado, where he has a large cattle 
ranch, and where he has extensive mining 
interests. 

Uthof® did not leave, however, until he 
had called on Circuit Attorney Folk at the 
Four Courts, and arranged that he should 
be present at future ‘“‘boodle’’ trials and 
give testimony. 


There are men under indictment now, 
and men who are yet to be indicted, who 
will be confronted by Uthoff'’s testimony, 
and it will prove equally as damaging to 


, them as was his testimony in the Snyder 


case, 
Uthoff. explained to the Post-Dispatch 

Wednesday one of, the bits of testimony 

that was ruled out ef the trial by Judge 


, Ryan. 


While Uthoff was on the stand last week 


Mr. Foik asked him about a certain meet- 
_ Ing of councilmen that was held at Gast’s 


garden in North 8t. Louis in the fall cf 
1997, while the North and South bill was 
pending. This was objected to by the 
counsel for defense, and Judge Ryan sus- 
tained the objection, 


THE COMBINE THERE. 

“That meeting was attended,’’ said Tt- 
hoff to the Post-Dispatch, ‘‘by Charles 
E Carroll, Paulus Gast, John G. Brink- 
Meyer, Henry Gauss, Jr., George P. Heckel, 
Charles H. Thuner, and Charles Kratz and 
myself. It had been the custom of the 
members of the council, aftey - meeting, to 
go to some place for dinner, We usually 
went to the Broadway Cafe. 

“But on this occasion Paulus Gast invited 
us all up to his place in Baden. 

“This invitation did not come altogether 
as a surprise. There was this North and 
South bill In the Council; and it was known 
that a ‘combine’ had been organized to 
engineer it through. Besides the men men- 
tioned at that meeting, Ollie Hagan was a 
member of the ‘combine.’ It consisted ,of 
them all save me. 

“TI was known to be opposed to the North 
and South bill. I was opposed to it on 
principle. I was in favor of the United 
Railway measure, which protected the 
street railway interest® of John Scullin 
and James Campbell. They wanted certain 
franchises that were in direct conflict with 
those conveyed in the North and South 
bill. 


WORK AMONG THE BOYS. 

“Edward Butler, representing the Camp- 
bell and Scullin interests, had come to 
me, knowing that I was in favor of thelr 
bill, and explained to me that a little work 
among ‘the boys’ was necessary for pro- 
tection of the interests he represented. He 
gave me the names of Gast, Gauss, Brink- 
meyer, Thuner and Kratz, who, if with 
myself, voted against the North and Sou:h 
bill, it could not pass. Charles Carroll 
was not to be approached. Neither But- 
ler nor I trusted him. Heckel was not to 
be approached by me, although it was 
understood that he looked on oun side with 
favor. 

“These five whom I was to see agreed 
to vote with us against the North and 
South bill. And for this we each of us 
received a salary of $5000 per year. The 
money was paid monthly. It was brought 
to my office on Chestnut street in six en- 
velopes by Mr. Butler, and I distributed 
these envelopes among the members. 


SALARY FOR SIX MONTHS. 

“This salary wa@ drawn only for about 
six months, when it was plain that the 
councilmen had gone back on their agree- 
ments. 

“It was while this salary was being 
drawn by the members mentioned that 
Snyder appeared on the scene. He ap- 
proached the Council members and it 
reached Butler’s ears and the men he rep- 
resented that our men were being tamp- 
ered with. 

“This invitation to Gast’s was on purpose 
to sound me, and I knew it. When we had 
had refreshments up there and were smok- 
ing afterwards the subject of passing the 
‘North and South bill came up. 

"TIT had confidence in Gast and Brink- 
er, and I called them to one side and pro- 
posed that we name a price so high that 
it should put a quietus upon the North 
and South bill. I thought then that the 
men were my friends and were true, but I 
learned to the contrary later. 

‘Carroll was the leader of the North and 
South crowd and he was so angry that he 
declared he would never permit me to be 
present at another meeting of the crowd 
and I never wanted to nor never did at- 
tend another meeting. 


HIS VOTE NECESSARY. 

“But my vote was necessary, and a few 
days later Paulus Gast and John G. Brink- 
meyer came to my office and we went over 
to the bar at the Laclede Hotel. Gast 
was the spokesman and Brinkmeyer was a 
witness to what occurred. 

Gart explained that my vote was neces- 
sary and that he was authorized to offer 
me $50,000 if I would'vote for the North 
and South bill. 

“I explained to them that as a matter 
of principle I was against the bill, and 
»that as we had accepted this salary I Rave

1 “Now this $25,000 was not to bribe me, 
as some newspapers and Judge Priest at- 
tempted to make it appear. I was Mr. 
Scullin’s representative in the Council, and 
I was to use the money as I thought best 
in geting votes agains. the North and South 
bill. None of the money was for me per- 
sonally. I was” against the ‘North and 
South bill, even if I was not paid one cent, 
and, indeed, I never solicited one cent. 
Yr “I kept that $25,000 intact, and when the 
North and South bill was finally passed, 
I returned this money to Scullin, through 
Butler, intact. I never considered thal 
the money was for me personally, and I 
never used the money for which it was 
intended. I turned it back, every cent of it. 
the witness stand I told, and the 
Post-Dispatch printed it, how Louis Dieck- 
mann and Snyder came to see me and en- 
deavored to get me to vote for the bill. I 
told how Digckmann left the $50,000 on my 
sofa, and w I returned the money to 
Snyder. Whtn I suggested then that my 
vote was worth $100,000 [ never expected to 
get that amount for it. It was said in the 
same spirit as were my remarks at the 
meeting at Gast’s garden. 

“When the Central Traction bill finally 
passed, I voted for it. But it was not be- 
cause I was offered one cent for it. All 
of my friends in the Council were for it. 
I had always been good friends with them. 
On the other hand the interests opposing 
the bill were my friends. I was between 
two fires and I voted for the bill and did not 
get a cent for it, and I never asked for a 
cent for so voting.

That the Miners’ Federation Is a 
Conspiracy and Should Be 
Put Down by a Strong 
Hand. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 10.—David Wricox, 
vice-president and counsel for the Delaware 
& Hudson Rallroad Co., and one of those 
present at the recent conference called 
by President Roosevelt at Washington, has 
Sent to President Roosevelt a letter de- 
manding that the federal government pro- 
cecal against the miners’ organization im 
the courts on the ground that it is a con- 
spiracy to prevent interstate commerce. 

Mr. Wilcox. it is said, represents all the 
coal opérators in this action and was se- 
lected as their spokesman. 

The letter was made public in this city 
today, together with a letter written sever- 
al months ago to the Presidnet along: the 
same lines. The letter follows‘ 

“NEW YORK, Oct. §, 1902. 

“To the President of the United States: 

“Sir: Upon June 7 last I had the honor 
to address a letter to yourself calling at. 


tention to thé character of the United 
Mine Workers of America. The illegaiity 
of that organization is fully established b 
the authorities to which I then. referr 
and its methods have since been con- 
demned by the circuit courts of the United 
States (United States vs. Weber 114 Fed. 
Rep., 950; United States vs, Haggerty 116 
Fed. Rep., 5l0).. In the Weber case, too, 
the court said: ‘It is hardly open to seri- 
ous question that the ultimate purp vse cf 
the union is not legal.’ Some questton has, 
however, been made whether the national 
government has power to take action 
against it on that account, and I, there- 
fore, desire to respectfully submit some 
considerations which seem to establish that 
it has such power. 

‘That statute of July 2, 1890, enerally 
known as the Sherman act, pecviliee that 
‘every contract, combination in the form 
of trust or otherwise, or conspiracy in 
restraint of trade or commerce among the 
Several states or with foreign nations is 
hereby declared to be illega).’ 

Commerce among the states begins when 
the subjects thereof begin to move to their 
place of destination and ends when they 
are sold. The question, therefore, is wheth- 
er the mine workers’ combination consti- 
tutes a restraint upon such commerce. The 
view that it does is mot based on the con- 
teyftion that this combination affects only 
production of coal within the states and 
not shipments of coal from one state to an- 
other. It is submitted that this distinction

“The coal of the country is the most tm- 

crtant subject of its intsrstate commerce. 

“sah Mine Workers’ Association consists 
of a combination of persons employed in 
the production of coal in many states of 
the Union. Its object and effect are to con- 
trol the terms upon which this subject of 
interstate commerce may be produced by 
all, eithor for state or interstate shipments. 
Its direct and necessary effect is that no 
ebal shall be shipped anywhere within the 
country unless it so permits. The com- 
bination, therefore, not merely restrains 
but destroys interstate commerce by pre- 
venting the existence of the subject mat- 
ter of such commerce of the general public 
interest and importance. No more effec- 
tive or radical restraint of interstate com- 
merce could be imagined. The Delaware 
& Hudson Co. was chartered by the state 
of New York on Anet 23, 1823. for the pur- 
pose, as expressed in its charter, ‘of fur- 
nishing to the state of New York a supply 
of coal found in the state of Pennsy!l- 
vania. As a result of the mine workers’ 
organization, this interstate commerce of 
this corporation has been for the time be- 
ing in great part destroyed. Obviously. a 
combination which has this direct effect 
upon an established interstate business is 
in every sense a restraint thereon. 

“Accordingly, since the Knight case, it 
has been settled that combinations which 
have the effect of restraining shipments out 
of the state are within the prohibition of 
the statute. In Addyston Pipe Co. vs. United 
States 175, U. 8. 211, there was a combina- 
tion of manufacturers within certain sta‘es 
which restrained shipments by the parties 
out of thelr respective states in competi- 
tion with each other; the courts said (p. 
240), ‘The direct and immediate result of 
the combination was, therefore, necessarily 
a restraint of interstate commerce in re- 
spect of articles manufactured by any of 
the parties to it to he transported beyond 
the state in eg => they were made.’ In 

Chesapeake Ohio Fuel Co. vs. United 
States’ 115 ed, Rép. 610, there was a com- 
bination of all the miners of coal within a 
certain territory to sell all their product 
to one corporation, and the product was in 
the natural course of business i ee to 
other states. *Both of there combinations 
were held unlawful for the reason that they 
restrained the movement of the products 
of manufacture out of the state save upon 
terms dictated by the parties to the com- 
bination. 

If the fact that a combination has that 
direct and necessary effect brings it within 
the statute, its form is of no importance, 
for the statute says that every such combi- 
nation, is fllegal. As already said, the 
mine’workers’ combination does not merely 
restrain interstate commerce but absolute!, 
destroys it. Can it be seriously claimed 
that while a combination which restrains 
shipments of the state would be illegal, 
one which absolutely prevents them would 
not? Manifestly the greater includes the 
less, and a combination which directly and 
immediately destroys interstate commerce 
by preventing the existence of its sub- 
ject matter is quite as illegal as one which 
merely restrains the shipment of such mat- 
ter out of the state. Otherwise. a combt- 
nation which restrained interstate com- 
merce would be unlawful, while one which 
destroved it would be beyond reach of the 
law. It is submitted that the national ju- 
cisdiction is subject to no such limitation. 

“It seems very clear, therefore, that a 
suit would lie against the membefs of the 
United States Mine Workers’ Association as 
a combination in restraint of interstate 
commerce within an act of July 2, 1890. ana 
that a preliminary injunction would be 
granted which could be enforced by all the 
power of the national government.

GOVERNOR AND THREE SEN- 
ATORS MET COAL BARONS. 


Meeting Held\in Platt’s Office in New 
York, Attended by Quay, Pen- 
rose, Gov. Odell and Mine 
Owners Baer and 
Thomas. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 10.—Efforts to settle 
the anthracite coal strike by conferences 
between leading politicians and the coal 
operators in this city have so far proved 
in vain. Senators Platt, Quay and Pen- 
rose ,and Goy. Odell of New York today 
again met the representatives of the coal 
interests in a lengthy conference, which ad- 
journed this afternoon leaving the situa- 
tion practically unchanged. 

The four politicians mentioned were 
closeted in Senator Platt’s office from 10 
o'clock until 12:30, when Chairman Thomas 
of the Erie road and President Baer of the 
Reading joined them to receive any propo- 
Sitions which they had to offer as to the 
result of their session. 

The, remained but a little while, when 
the conference dispersed and Chairman 
Thomas, speaking for the operators, gave 
out the’ following statement: 

“It was impracticable to reach any con- 
clusion of the strike situation on the basis 
suggested this morning.”’ 

‘The exact nature of the proposals made 
to the operators is rot known. W hnat- 
ever they were, they were rejected aud this 
afternoon there jis no indication that eny 
definite step has been made toward a get- 
tlement of the strike. 

It is understood that another conference 
will be held on Tuesday next.

Deering was armed with a shotgun, and 
Mullins and he engaged in a warm discus- 
sion. Mullina seized the gun and took it 
from Deering at the same time jumping be- 
hind Marshal Guy Tucker. 

Deering promptly pulled his revolver and 


shot him. 

Deering, Tucker and Newton were walk- 
ing along the street this afternoon when 
they mot the three Parnell brothers. Jim 
Parnell is said to have fired at Newton, 
and in an Instant the Pusilade began. About 
75 shota were fired. 

The men were close together, and their 
aim was deadly. It developed into @ man- 
to-man affair. Deering and Tom Parnell 
emptying their pistols at each other at a 
distarce so close that when they fell, un- 
able to shoot any more, their bodies formed 
a cross.

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RIVER POLLUTION. 


Prof. Chas. Zueblin, in his address before the sanitary com- 
mittee of the Civic Improvement League, did well Ao call atten- 
tion to the pollution of the Mississippi by the methods of dis- 
posing of séwage and other refuse in St. Louis. To bring abou 
the reforms necessary, to make St. Touis clean and beautif l, 
as indicated by Prof. Zueblin, is a stupendous task. But it - 
be done, and the gradual stopping of river pollution must not be 
lost sight of tn the general scheme. 

In order to vender the sewage flowing into the river compara- 
tively innocuous, Prof. Zueblin said that there should be but one 
river vent and that the heavy matter should be extracted before 
the fluid is permitted to enter the river. This plan is in practice 
in some cities, and there can be no doubt that St. Louis should 
adopt it, in justice to the population on the river farther south. 

The dumping of solid refuse, including manure, from carts, 
into the river. could be stopped at once.. Thousands of tons of 
valuable fertilizer are wasted every week in this manner. The 
practice is barbarous and unworthy of 1 great, civilized city. 
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The reward of $1800 offered for the arrest of Charles F. Kelly, 
the fugitive boodler, has not been effective in bringing him in. 
Perhaps the reward is too large; perhaps the police and sheriff's 
deputies resent being stimulated to do their duty. In order that 
the sensitive feelings of the law officers may not be hurt by an 
excess of reward for duty-doing, the Post-Dispatch feels im- 
pelled to withdraw its offer of a reward. Let us see what the 
effect will be.

WORLD’S SMALLEST BOOKS, 


Mr. George Salmon of Paris asserts that 
he owns the smallest book in the world. 
It is a Dante 10 millimeters by 6—that is, 
about one-third of an inch by one-fourth— 
and was printed in/ Holland, which was 
celebrated for such work, in 1674. The Sal-

Horrible Rites of ‘of the False Faces. 
In Robert W. Chambers’ new novel, ‘The 


and 


tér describing certain Indian ceremonies 
known as the Rites of the False Faces, 
which, in brutality of iricident, seems al- 
most to exaggerate the truth. But the 
novelist has in no wise overdrawn the thrill- 
ing scene he depicts. The rites were form- 
erly performed just as Mr. Chambers has 
described them, and in fact have actually 
taken place within the last few months, 
although in a modified form. On the Cat- 
taraugus reservation, in western New York, 
last February the Senecas and the Iroquois 
celebrated the Rites of the False Faces. 
Their ceremonies were abridged to omit 
the actual burning of the white dog, which, 
on account of its barbarity, was stopped 
through the influence of white men, and 
has not been done in 20 years. The dog 
was burned and his spirit sent as a messen- 
ger to the Great Spirit. In the ritual last 
Februarv a 10-foot pole, painted in stripes 
of red, blue and green, and decorated at 
the top with a small bag or basket bearing 
a bunch of parti-colored ribbons, was the 
modern substitute for the white dog. In 
Mr. Chambers’ account, descriptive of the 
Indian customs of more than a century 
ago, the white dog is used in all its ghostly 
significance. 

Mr. H. G. Wells, who is famous for cer- 
tain weird stories, was born at Bromley, 
Kent, on Sept. 21, 1866. His father was 
a professional cricketer, and the son was 
bound apprentice to a draper. Graduat- 
ing thence, he took a junior mastership, 
and, having become a scholar of s#he 
Royal College of Scierice, began to coach 
others for similar honors. He then em- 
braced journalism, whence, in a few 
years, he escaped to the realms of novel 
writing. ‘“‘Bhe Time Machine” is his best- 
known work. 


Among the Financiers. 

Lilian Bell’s latest book, “Hope Loring,”’ 
fs a clever piece of fiction. The author
